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A MOCKERY OF CHRISTMAS 
Once ag ain the period, when of all times in the 
y ear, g ift g iv ing is most prev alent, is u pon u s. In 
its finer aspects the Christmas g ift is sy mbolical 
of many thing s. It represents peace, g ood will, 
charity , and lov e. It carries with it the thou g ht 
th at the donor has tu rned aside — if only for an 
instant — from the daily stress and worries th at 
distract, to recall in kindly fashion the face and 
personality of the one who receiv es the g ift. 
Yet how often are the feeling s th at really ac­ 
company the g iv ing far different from these! Is 
not the person g iv ing , frequ ently actu ated by 
motiv es th at are qu ite the rev erse of those which 
the Christmas g ift sy mbolizes? Indeed, are not 
many g ifts actu ally g iv en in a spirit of u nwilling ­ 
ness, ev en resentfu lness, as of something done 
u nder compu lsion? 
This shou ld not be. To g iv e in this spirit is 
really more harm fu l than it seems on its face. 
It eng enders feeling s in the donor th at are not 
in tu ne with the season. Too often it also creates 
a spirit of sy nical skepticism in the breast of the 
one who receiv es the g ift. It breeds hy pocrisy in 
both g iv er and receiv er. T Hav e y ou y ou rself nev er 
said, “They hav e g iv en me this becau se they 
feared I shou ld not g iv e them a present?” And 
with the qu estion has come the realization th at 
y ou hav e done so this y ear. 
Gift g iv ing of this sort shou ld not be tolerated. 
It is a mockery of the Christmas spirit. It takes 
from many the happiness which shou ld be theirs 
at this time. It transform s the holiday season, 
when all m ankind shou ld be at amity , one with 
another, into a period of mere commercial ex ­ 
chang e, when feeling s of selfishness and hy po­ 
critical discontent predominate, instead of lov e 
and g ood will. 
Gift g iv ing shou ld be spontaneou s or not at all. 


COMPETITION FORCES PROGRESS 
Commenting on the au tomobile shows, a West­ 
ern newspaper recently observ ed th at credit for 


the amazing improv ement in cars m u st g o to 
the competitiv e sy stem. 
“The au tomobile has dev eloped, from the be­ 
g inning , as a consequ ence of the adv antag e in 
one y ear of one firm, and in the nex t y ear of 
another firm which has pu t in improv ements to 
ou tdo its riv al,” the paper said. “The adv antag e 
among the firms has mov ed back and forth, bu t 
alway s it has been the trav eling pu blic and the 
nation which hav e been the u ltim ate g ainers, in 
faster and easier transportation. . . . 
“Bu t w hat if there had been monopoly ? W hat 
if this monopoly had been u nder g ov ernment 
ownership or m anag em ent? We wou ld be ra t­ 
tling arou nd in the tincans of y estery ear, possi­ 
bly happy becau se we didn’t know any better. 
There wou ld hav e been no bold g ambling on new 
inv entions, and the nation wou ld be mov ing th at 
mu ch more slowly and in th at mu ch more dis­ 
comfort.” 
The au tomobile is not the only ou tstanding ex ­ 
ample of the benefits th at resu lt from fair and 
equ itable competition. Retail merchandising is a 
case in point. A g eneration ag o, ou tside of larg e 
cities, a few stores in each commu nity had thing s 
pretty mu ch their own way ; they tended to be 
backward and slothfu l and u ninterested in im ­ 
prov ement. 
Then the chain store idea appeared. And with 
it came new sales and adv ertising methods, bet­ 
ter display s, wider selection of g oods and im ­ 
prov ed serv ice to the pu blic. Cu stomers liked the 
chang e — and the independent stores joined the 
procession of prog ress to keep their trade. 
This wasn’t the end of it. Independents often 
dev ised means of g iv ing still better serv ice and 
making their stores still more attractiv e — and 
the chains had to follow su it. 
The resu lt? Today the pu blic g ets more for its 
money in g roceries and merchandise, as well as 
au tomobiles — becau se of fair competition. And 
ou r retail bu siness stru ctu re was nev er sou nder 
and it nev er faced a brig hter fu tu re.
